1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art of record. The 
subject matter not found is a method of treating the CNS including the steps of inserting a first 
and second conduits into fluid communication with the CNS, detecting and analyzing the brain 
activity of the patient and determining a chemical imbalance present in the CSF based on the 
detected and analyzed brain activity and treating the patient based on the determined chemical 
imbalance, in combination with the features of the method substantially as claimed. 

2. Also not found is a system comprising a first and second conduit, and a brain activity 
detection imit for controlling flow through the first and second conduits based on the determined 
chemical imbalance, in combination with the features of the invention substantially as claimed.
